A local veteran aviator is lucky 
to have escaped with his life after 
crashing his helicopter north of 
Olds on Friday. 

John Baswick, of Didsbury, 
was spraying a farmer's crop 
when he got a little too close to 
some power lines along the side 
of the road. 

Baswick remembers realizing 
that something was wrong when 
he could feel that his back rotor 
was caught on something. He 
says, out of instinct, he tried to 
throttle down, but the rotor had 
caught the power lines. 

"And then we went for a ride," 
he said Monday after the acci¬ 
dent. "It was like being in a wash¬ 
ing machine." 

He says the helicopter rotated 
about eight or ten times on its 
way to the ground 35 feet below, 
as his crew looked on in fright. 

The chopper landed on its side 
and badly damaged the machine, 
but Baswick walked away. 

He escaped with only a black 
eye, and little bit of a bruised ego. 
He says that he is still annoyed 
that the accident happened. He 
says the crew and equipment 


were running smoothly when the 
accident happened. After flying 
for 42 years, since age 16, this 
was the first time he had ever 
had a problem while in the sky. 

Nothing like this has ever hap¬ 
pened to him he says, "Not even 
a scratch," during his long his¬ 
tory of flying. 

His wife, Gloria, who admits 
she is often nervous about her 
husband's flight time, is happy to 
have him home. 

"He's very lucky to be alive," 
she said. 

Baswick says that thinking 
back on the accident now he real¬ 
izes that it could have been a lot 
worse. 

"We were pretty fortunate," 
he says. 

But, despite the fright, 
Baswick won't let this stop him 
from soaring again. "It hasn't 
deterred me from flying at all." 

In fact, he is busy trying to 
find a new helicopter so that he 
may continue on with his busy 
spraying season. He already has 
the spraying equipment ready to 
go and it won’t be long until he is 
once again flying in the skies 
above the area.

Huge Water Valley development laces stiff opposition

It took almost four hours to 
wade through the stacks of let¬ 
ters and comments from Water 
Valley area residents opposed to 
a huge elite development. 

The proposed development 
appeared before county council 
last week as part of the public 
hearing process before the 320 
acres were redesignated from 
agricultural to a direct control 
district. 

Almost 60 people lined the 
walls of the council chambers, 
most with deep concerns about 
the project that would see the 


development of a resort includ¬ 
ing a golf course, lodge, residen¬ 
tial bareland condominiums, 
townhouses, suites, horse trails 
and horse stabling and training 
facilities. 

Perhaps the most vehement 
opposition came from John and 
Jennifer Kennedy who are adja¬ 
cent landowners to the property, 
and brought with them to the 
hearing a lawyer they have re¬ 
tained on their behalf to fight the 
project. 

In a letter from the Kennedy's 
read into the public record they 
stated that they did not want to 


see, "a pristine valley ravaged by 
construction." 

They sited many reasons for 
their opposition to the redesig¬ 
nation to the mega-development 
including pollution created by 
both the construction and the 
maintenance of such a develop¬ 
ment, over use of water resources, 
noise, potential for vandalism 
and trespassing, increased traf¬ 
fic and the huge number of peo¬ 
ple that would be on the prop¬ 
erty. 

These concerns were the same 
across the board for those who 
wrote to oppose the resort. A 


total of 14 letters were received 
in opposition to the mega-devel¬ 
opment. 

"They are essentially creating 
a new town," said the Kennedys 
in their letter noting that the 
population of the resort would be 
higher than that of the greater 
Water Valley area. 

Two other letters from Brad 
Gilmour of Bennett Jones Bar¬ 
risters and Solicitors on behalf 
of the Kennedys outlines the 
same concerns. But, those let¬ 
ters also requested an adjourn¬ 
ment of the hearings because, 
according to the lawyer, the no¬ 


tice of the redesignation was 
delivered to the family too late 
for them to adequately prepare 
to address the council and the 
developers. 

County Reeve, Pat James, 
agreed that there should be more 
time for discussion on such a 
large project, but suggested that 
the hearing continue so that the 
many people who came to pro¬ 
vide feedback had a chance. 

"I feel this is certainly a big 
issue and it needs very serious 
consideration," said James be¬ 
fore continuation of the hearing.

Two local baseball teams have 
really stepped up to the plate this 
season and have earned them¬ 
selves a spot in the climb toward 
provincial championships. 

The Didsbury Spitshooters, a 
girls team of 14 and 15 years olds 
will head to provincial competi¬ 
tion next month. Meanwhile, a 
combined team made up of the 
best players from the Didsbury 
Dominators and Didsbury Jets, 
will head to the boys provincial 
championships this week. 

"I don't know of any year we 
had two teams in the provincials," 
says Garnet Whalen the new 
president of Didsbury Minor Ball 
and coach of the Jets. 

"It is your teams of higher 
calibre," he proudly states. 

Both teams have seen their 
strengths come out during regu¬ 
lar play in weekly games and 
tournaments. 

In fact, the Spitshooters have 
shown their ability to compete by 
returning from a large tourna¬ 
ment in Calgary with a silver 
medal a couple of weeks ago. 

But to make it to provincials, 
each team, both the boys and the 
girls must apply to the their 
league provincial organization 
and will be accepted based on 
skill and their win-loss record. 

Both of the teams have great 
records in that aspect. 

The Spitshooters have suffered 
only three losses in season. The 
Jets are sitting with a record of 
eight wins and four losses, and 
the Dominators have eight wins 
and only two losses. That places 
the two boys teams two of the top 
three in the league. 

Whalen says the decision to 
combine the best of the Domina¬ 
tors and Jets teams into one 
provincial team was a hard one 
because the coaches would have 
liked to have taken all of the 
boys. However he says, "Because 
it is provincial competition, we 
have to put the best team for¬ 
ward." The boys will complete in 
the playdowns in Czar and Leduc 
this weekend, and then the finals 
will go in Fort Saskatchewan. 

Both the coach of the 
Spitshooters, Vikki Poffenroth 
and Whalen say they went into 
the season with the goal of doing 
well. However, once they real¬ 
ized the strength of ball that was 


being played each game, they 
discovered they could set their 
sights further than the town 
championships, the league cham¬ 
pionships, or even the zone cham¬ 
pionships, but all the way to the 
top. 

Poffenroth says, "When 1 saw 
how competitive we were in the 
first couple of weeks in the league, 
I knew." She says it was actually 
her players that suggested to her 
that they would really like to try 
to compete at the provincial level, 
and she agreed. Poffenroth has 
applied to the provincial softball 
organization to play during the 
highest level tournament on the 
weekend of July 10 and 11 in 
Rimbey. 

"They are really excited about 
it. They want to do it,” says 
Poffenroth who has Robert St. 
Jacques helping her at the bench 
as assistant coach. 

Whalen agrees that his team 
also is feeling the excitement 
build. 

"The boys are wide-eyed. They 
love it," says Whalen. 

He says what adds to the ex¬ 
citement for both he and the 
other coach, Grant Edwards, is 
they are confident the team has 
built skills that will bring them 
success at the provincial level. 

Whalen believes upon the 
team's arrival at the tournament 
later this month fans will note 
the boy's power at the plate. 

All of the coaches, of both boys 
teams, Bob Monteith, Bruce 
Wiebe and Doug Herold, have 
seen that. 

"Batting is surely our strong¬ 
est point," says Whalen. This has 
been a skill that most of the boys 
came to the team with. But, 
Whalen says other areas of the 
game they play has seen vast 
improvement over the season. 

"I've found the boys from start 
to now have improved light 
years," says Whalen noting that 
they have added to their already 
strong bag of skills the ability to 
pull of double plays and pick-offs. 

Poffenroth says that at the 
beginning of the season, her girls 
had just come out of a pitching 
clinic and started with very strong 
pitching. But, since then, they 
have broadened their ability, and 
thus broadened their ability to 
face tough competition.

In 
fact, it seemed unlikely that 
Didsbury Minor Ball would sur¬ 
vive at all. With no executive 
running the organization a plea 
to the parents went out, and 
they responded. 

"The parents stepped up and 
did it," says Whalen. "The par¬ 
ents have really given the teams 
an awful lot of support." 

Whalen says the executive 
has been filled, and there are 
enough coaches in the Dids¬ 
bury league to ensure high level 
competition for time to come. 

In fact, during the 1999 base¬ 
ball season there were five 
hardball teams, four softball 
teams, and two teeball teams; 
more than ever before.

30% more registration," says 
Whalen who adds that they left 
the registration open for a few 
extra days to attract more play¬ 
ers.

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Negotiations break 
down again

A frustrated teacher representative spoke last Monday night 
after another round of attempted negotiations with the local 
school board. 

"The talks have broken down again," said Bob Worsfold, the 
local Alberta Teachers Association union representative. 
Worsfold had just returned home after a full day of bargaining 
in Innisfail with Chinook's Edge School Board. 

School board chair, Roy Brassard said he too was frustrated 
that the ATA representatives left the table again without an 
agreement in hand. 

It is coming down to the wire. The teachers voted two weeks 
ago to authorize a strike vote. 

Brassard says the board again presented their so called, 
"take it or leave it offer," hoping the teachers would be able to 
see the benefits of accepting what was presented a couple of 
weeks ago and again on Monday. That was not the case. 

"I think the settlement offer was fair and reasonable," says 
Brassard. 

This is the second year the teachers have been without a 
contract. 

The deal put forward by the board offered teachers in the 
jurisdiction a total overall increase of 12.9% calculated over 
four years retroactively. 

The teachers have only stated what they are looking for over 
a three year period, which is 9.78%. The Board's offer, over the 
same three year period would give the teachers an increase of 
9.3%. 

Brassard says he is frustrated that the dollar value of the 
contract is so close, and yet still no deal can be reached. 

Worsfold says the reason the teachers haven't agreed to the 
contract has little to do with the money, but a lot to do with the 
other benefits that are being "stripped away." 

Three of those issues include pro-rated benefits of teachers 
who don't work a full-time year, prepayment of July and 
August salaries and the accumulation of personal leave days. 

Brassard says he sees these as minor issues. "I find it 
inexcusable we can't come to an agreement when, in theory, 
we've agreed on all monetary issues. The issues that seem to be 
the stumbling blocks are not unsolvable." 

Brassard says that although the teachers negotiators may 
not see the benefits as a money problem for the board, they are. 
He explains that paying out more benefits for part-time teach¬ 
ers means less money in the coffers for other items. Also, he 
says prepayment does cost the board money because they must 
borrow to write those paycheques. The need for teachers to be 
able to accumulate five personal days is not a need any more, 
says Brassard, because most schools in the jurisdiction run on 
a calendar that allows every second Friday off which leaves 
time for teachers to deal with personal business on those days. 

"The reality of the day is that there's only so much money 
and any money to cover those costs... has to come out of the 
classroom," says Brassard. 

He accuses the ATA of using the contract negotiations as 
way of the group lobbying the province for more education 
dollars. He doesn't believe this is an appropriate way to do that. 

Worsfold says he disagrees that these are minor issues and 
says the teachers have worked to earn these rights, and will not 
allow the board to strip them away. 

Although the provincially appointed mediator was not pre¬ 
sented at the last round of negotiations, Brassard says the 
board and the ATA are attempting to arrange another bargain¬ 
ing meeting this week with the mediator present. 

If there is still no agreement made, the teachers will be polled 
by the provincial Labor Board for a strike vote, to ensure 
accuracy. Worsfold has said that a work-to-rule campaign 
would start in the fall if a majority vote shows support. 

Both sides agree they'd rather have a settlement. Brassard 
says he hopes negotiations will continue over the summer 
months. 

"I honestly believe, with a little bit of give and take, we can 
resolve this," says Brassard. 

Brassard expects a meeting to be scheduled for Wednesday of 
this week. 

Worsfold reports application for an official strike vote has 
not been made, and can not be made until the mediator writes 
out of the dispute. 

But, he says the ATA is ready to make application if the 
dispute continues to no resolve.

The redesignation application 
came to the council with a rec¬ 
ommended action suggested by 
the county planners that it be 
approved. 

Allison Williams said, "We 
believe this proposal is consist¬ 
ent with this direction in the 
MDP (Municipal Development 
Plan) and will provide positive 
economic benefit to the county." 

Ralph Hedlin, who owns the 
property otherwise known as 
7H Ranch, outlined what he 
personally thought the economic 
benefits to the county would be 
over the course of 10 years. "The 
benefits vastly outdistance the 
costs," said Hedlin. He also sug¬ 
gested that jobs would be cre¬ 
ated in the Water Valley area if 
the resort development were to 
go ahead. 

The county planners report 
stated that the area suggested 
for the development fell into an 
area that the county had deemed 
an appropriate location for eco¬ 
nomic development related to 
the tourism industry. 

Williams said that the envi¬ 
ronmental concerns could be, 
and were addressed through a 
number of studies provided to 
the county from researchers 
hired by the developers. In addi¬ 
tion she noted that many of 
the more specific concerns 
would be addressed further into 
the development process 
through permits and develop¬ 
ment agreements. 

"Supporting studies and 
documentation submitted by 
the applicant have addressed 
specific development issues in 
regards to this application and 
have identified mitigative 


measures to ensure that the 
proposed development is sen¬ 
sitive to the surrounding area 
and proceeds in an environ¬ 
mentally sensitive manner," 
said the documentation from 
the planning department. 

This was not enough assur¬ 
ance for many of the residents 
who voiced strong opposition 
to the plan. One of the most 
significant concerns came from 
a neighboring municipality. 
Greg Birch, from the MD of 
Bighorn was sent by his council 
to outline their concerns re¬ 
garding the development that 
would lie adjacent to their 
county, and many of their roads. 
Birch brought a number of con¬ 
cerns to the hearing including 
the need to preserve agricul¬ 
tural land and community, that 
the development would raise 
land prices in the surrounding 
area which would hurt farmers 
and ranchers trying to make a 
living. He said he and his coun¬ 
cil were concerned that the re¬ 
sort would contribute to ur¬ 
ban sprawl, the increased traf¬ 
fic would mean increased main¬ 
tenance on roads for both 
Mountain View County and 
Bighorn, pollution, and the 
overuse of the pristine area. 
However one concern that 
Birch brought to the table, 
and so did many other resi¬ 
dents opposed to the redesig¬ 
nation was the fact that much 
of the land in question is leased 
crown grazing land where the 
horse trails and other devel¬ 
opment would take place. "It 
seems to legitimize the private 
use of public land," said Birch. 

The Kennedys had the same 
objection. "It would allow the 


use of public land for elitist, 
private access." 

Hedlin said he was frustrated 
that the residents seemed to 
think they could isolate them¬ 
selves from urban sprawl. 

"You'll not insulate that com¬ 
munity from the rest of the 
province," he said. "We have to 
get moved into the real world 
and the reality is that this 
land is ideal for the develop¬ 
ment as proposed." 

The developers themselves 
took the same stance. Derek 
Johnson said, "I can't stop 
population, nor do I apologize 
for allowing population a place 
to go." Johnson went on to 
assure the residents that there 
will be plenty of opportunity 
to meet with them and have 
their concerns addressed. 

Andrew Lonseth, who is 
also one of the developers in¬ 
volved in the proposed project 
said to the crowd that had 
gathered, "I have been and 
would like to be a good neigh¬ 
bor and therefore, I will do 
what I can to build and main¬ 
tain a relationship with you." 

Besides a number of pipe¬ 
line companies whose pipes 
crossed the land, there were 
three other residents of the 
area who wrote and spoke at 
the hearing to say that they 
were in favor of the proposal. 

Dave Harvey, a resident of 
the area said, "The project 
brings good things for us." 

After almost four hours of 
discussion back and forth, 
James closed the hearing and 
Coun. Ian Harvie moved to 
adjourn any decision until the 
July meeting. The motion was 
unanimously carried.

I'm at the grocery store check 
out, just standing there wait¬ 
ing to buy my groceries, and 
while I wait an overwhelming 
feeling of guilt surfaces.

There is a rack of magazines 
screaming out in bold orange 
headlines, "Get Slim by 
Snacking," "Lose Weight Now," 
"Get a good man," "Get control 
of your frizzy, flyaway hair," 
"How to barbeque to perfection," "This cake recipe will 
make you the envy of all your friends," and any number 
of other personal (sometimes very personal) issues. 

I stand there and subtly reach down and feel my 
tummy which has taken on a life of its own, I reach up 
and touch my hair and wonder how people could stand to 
look at me with this flat lifeless hair, and I wonder how 
my boyfriend could ever eat the simple and often charred 
food I make for him sometimes. 

These glossy pages are trying to run my life, and tell 
me everything I’m doing wrong, and they are succeeding. 

It's sad really to think that my personal self-image can 
be so deeply affected by what these women's magazines 
are telling me I should be, who I should date, what I 
should wear, and where I should go. 

These magazines are preying on my every little self¬ 
doubt, and telling me they can fix it. 

I can tell you they can not. For years I have read 
magazines, thousands of them; perhaps I could be called 
an addict. My coffee table, bathroom and bedroom are 
strewn with old glossy covers and they continue their 
silent taunt. But, in all of the magazines I have read, I 
have never once found the answer in life to anything, but 
my self-esteem takes a nose dive every time I look at 
those perfect girls in their perfect clothes, with their 
perfect make-up and their perfect boyfriends. 

In fact, one evening my boyfriend and I were wander¬ 
ing around a convenience store and went over to the 
magazine rack and decided to put myself through the 
torture of reading another women's magazine. He saw 
where I was headed and stood directly in my path. He 
asked, "Did you ever notice how miserable you get after 
reading those?" He said I would spend the next day 
comparing everything in my life to those in the fantasy 
world of these magazines and it would often make him 
just as miserable. He persuaded me that I had better 
things to do. 

"You're real,” he said. That sums it up. These women 
and all that is portrayed in these magazines are outer 
shells. My real life and my relationships have depth. 
Glossies do not. 

These magazines do nothing for the image of women, 
but most of all it is upsetting to find that teenage girls 
live by the words in many of these magazines. 

However, it has been nice to see a sort of rebellion 
coming about in the past couple of years. Some of the 
magazines use bigger women who have real dimensions. 

Many magazines are focusing on the good things in 
life and the positive relationships, instead of telling 
women how theirs fails standards and should be better, 
and if they'd only read this magazine it could be. 

I will join that rebellion. I understand why these 
magazines take the stance they do. If they can convince 
me that my life is not good enough, they can convince me 
that buying the products advertised inside will make it 
all better, and they will have a better bottom line. 

Everything I need can be found around me; my 
friends, my loves, my family, and my community. That's 
my bottom line. 
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Thompson fights for God to

Dear Friends, 

Once school gets out we no 
longer have Sunday services at 
Hillcrest. This past Sunday I 
went to church at Christ Baptist 
Church, a Nigerian church. They 
have two services, one in English 
and one in Hausa. A group of us 
went to the English service. We 
were told that it would start at 
8:30 a.m., but we arrived to find 
that it was the middle of Sunday 
School. 

Like many Nigerian churches, 
this church has outgrown its 
building. They started building a 
new building several years ago. 
As they get some money they will 
buy cement blocks and bags of 
cement.

And justice for none

At the time of this writing an 
impaired charge causing death 
is punishable with a maximum 
sentence of 14 years. Grit legis¬ 
lation tabled in May would see 
that increased to a life sentence. 
Reform, eager to look tough on 
crime, backs the bill. Of all 
groups, the Bloc stopped it from 
being fast-tracked through the 
commons. 

"We cannot be more severe 
for drunk drivers than we could 
be for serial killers," said MP 
Michel Gauthier. Paul Bernardo 
has been given one life sentence 
for the rape and murder of two 
school girls - Clifford Olson like¬ 
wise for killing God only knows 
how many.

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Bylaw officer has 
been busy

The new town bylaw officer, Greg Hnatiuk, has been kept 
very busy since starting his new job last month. 

He says phone calls and complaints are coming in a rate of 
about two or three per day, as opposed to a couple a month the 
town used receive when bylaw enforcement was handled as 
part of another department. 

Hnatiuk says the calls he has received have ranged from 
illegally parked vehicles on town property, to nuisance ani¬ 
mals. 

When he first began his job one of his main goals was to 
spend time introducing himself and some of the common 
bylaws to the businesses and residents in the downtown core. 

He has also spoken to the principals at the local schools 
asking that they make their students aware that riding their 
bicycles on the sidewalk is a bylaw infraction. Hnatiuk reports 
that since being warned he hasn't had to ticket any kids on the 
offence. 

Robert Wigg, town development officer who used to handle 
bylaw enforcement as part of his duties, told town council last 
week that he is very pleased with the new officer arrangement. 
Hnatiuk has been hired on a part-time basis to enforce any 
town bylaws, including everything from weed complaints to 
downtown parking. 

The town has applied for a grant through the province that 
should pay the salary for the enforcement officer, however the 
town has budgeted for the expense in their 1999 budget, even 
without the grant. 

However, the towns of Carstairs, Cremona and Didsbury 
are working to get an intermunicipal grant from the province 
that would allow the towns to share a portion of the cost of 
Jiiring the bylaw officer on a full-time basis. Hnatiuk would

Property problems 


Funds low 

Town CAO warned council¬ 
lors that the contingency fund 
in the town budget is running 
low. After paying out funds for 
a cost overrun on the airport 
runway extension in the amount 
of $7502, only about $1289 re¬ 
mains in the account set aside 
to cover costs of non-budgeted 
items. "You can't spend any more 
money," said Evan Parliament, 
CAO when Coun. Cheryl Dahl 
asked about the contingency 
funds. However, Parliament 
also pointed out that the town 
did not budget for land sale 
revenue, which there will be as 
a result of a town owned devel¬ 
opment on the north end of 
town. He explained that any 
money from the sale of those 
lands will go into the contin¬ 
gency giving the council more 
room to move in their budget. 
"It shouldn't concern council at 
this point," said Parliament.

Banners back 

The Main Street of Didsbury 
will soon be adorned in attrac¬ 
tive banners year-round is the 
Main Street Coordinator, Dave 
Mohr, is able to achieve all of 
the funding required. He went 
to town council last week to ask 
their help in achieving that goal. 
Mohr explained that the banner 
project has been running since 
1997 when the first Christmas 
banners were hung along the 
new old style light poles down¬ 
town. Mohr is now seeking 
enough money to purchase win¬ 
ter/spring banners and summer/ 
fall banners so that there are 
decorations downtown all year. 

Mohr said that he has ap¬ 
plied to Alberta Main Street 
Program for some of the esti¬ 
mated $6000 cost of the ban¬ 
ners, the Chamber of Commerce 
has put forward some of the 
money and Tourism and eco¬ 
nomic Development Board has 
also put forward funds. How¬ 
ever, explains Mohr, there is 
still a shortfall of $4050. He has 
asked the town to apply on the 
program's behalf to the Commu¬ 
nity Lottery Board to fund 
$3000, and has asked the town 
to provide $1050. Coun. Cheryl 
Dahl suggested that perhaps the 
Main Street Board could 
fundraise some of the shortfall 
instead of just asking the town, 
however a motion was carried 
for the town to make the appli¬ 
cation, and put forward $1050, 
with an encouragement that 
Mohr and his board do some 
fundraising to help cover the 
costs.

Enjoy your summer. 
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For most of last week Ralph and I were pretty well 
restricted to using the basement entrance. Especially in 
the mornings. The hummingbird feeder hangs above the 
patio doors and it was occupied most of the time so we 
hated to open the door and disturb their feeding. The 
utility room door opens onto the back deck near the 
doghouse, and two lady Baltimore orioles were busily 
removing fibres from the dog's rug. Sometimes singly, 
sometimes together, they would light on the deck rail and 
then making a quite loud "chirring” sound hop along the 
rail until they were level with the doghouse. Then they 
would swoop into Hobbes' house, tug and gather until they 
had a beak full, flip back onto the rail, and from there off 
into the big trees east of the road. 

I don't know where the nests are, maybe if I followed I 
could find one, but orioles are normally a secretive shy bird 
and they never go directly to their nest, so following one 
would be most time consuming and I don't have a lot of 
unscheduled time. 

I love Doug Gilroy's column in The Western People 
Magazine and ages ago, I read there, that orioles some¬ 
times come to hummingbird feeders. Last week an oriole 
came to our hummer feeder, but I don't think she got any 
food. I wonder if there are oriole feeders and if there would 
be any point in buying one. We had a hummingbird feeder 
for about six years before we developed a serious clientele 
and I'm not sure that I want to wait six more years to build 
up an oriole group. Ralph and I will be carrying our bird 
feeders when we check into "The Home." 

The Birds of Alberta, Salt Wilk lists both Baltimore and 
Bullock's orioles. The Baltimore is a common summer 
resident, ranges through North and South America, breeds 
in Southern Canada and most of the States east of the 
Rockies, winters in Mexico and Northern South America. 
Bullock's oriole is a scarce summer resident, ranges in 
Western North America, breeds in Southern BC and 
Alberta south to Mexico, winters in Southwestern States 
and Mexico. Both of them nest high in trees in a pendant 
pouch of plant fibres, string and hair suspended a few 
inches below a branch by cords of similar fibres. Eggs 4-6, 
bluish white and scrawled with black and brown. I thought 
June 10 to 12 was a bit late for nest building but apparently 
not, their egg information comes from a nest near 
Drumheller June 15. Just by way of comparison, the Great 
Horned Owls were nesting in February. Bluebirds arrived 
in mid-April, robins sometimes have the first of two 
hatches, off by mid-May. Bluebirds usually have two 
hatches as well. 

The Baltimore oriole breeds most abundantly in the 
Park lands but ranges as far as Cold Lake in the East and 
Peace River in the West. They used to be scarce on the 
Prairies but as farmsteads developed shade trees and 
windbreaks, more orioles found the tall poplars that they 
prefer for nest building. The book says they have not been 
reported in the Foothills or Mountains, but we are getting 
pretty near the Foothills here. Bullock's oriole nests in 
only extreme Southern Alberta, Milk River to Medicine 
Hat. Both birds keep largely to the upper levels of trees and 
only rarely come to lower branches or bushes. They are 
rather wary of humans and despite their brilliant coloring 
are not conspicuous among the foliage. You don't usually 
see an oriole unless it moves and often all you get is a 
glorious flash of color as it flits across a clearing, but you 
will know that you have one because of it's song which is 
loud, clear, varied and really musical. I don't whistle well 
so I have never done this but they say the male can be 
decoyed into view if you imitate his song. 

Now that I have gone to great pains to explain the 
difference between Bullocks and Baltimores I must tell you 
that the National Geographic Society, Birds of North 
America, lists them together under Northern oriole. They 
say there are slight differences in markings and color but 
the two subspecies interbreed where their range overlaps. 
In the illustration they are very much alike. I don’t know 
how any regular person could tell the difference unless you 
had one in each hand and I imagine that would be 
extremely unlikely. Anybody know where I can get an 
oriole feeder?

Dad had constructed a little wooden 
bench to slip between the front and back seat of our car so that both my brother and I could lie 
down whenever the mood struck. Mom had even had the foresight to include a special pot for 
those times when no service stations were available for those sudden emergencies that occur 
after drinking too much liquid or witnessing the sight of large bodies of water. 

Of course this pot eventually proved to be an invaluable asset. One day, as we cruised along 
the river between towns, the moment struck to christen the pot. Dad hated to pull over for any 
but the most crucial emergencies. Mom suggested that my brother, who was visibly wiggling 
and whining in his seat, should use the pot. The time saved would enable us to proceed on our 
journey without interruption. Of course the sight of his obvious relief stirred instincts of my 
own. I too felt a sudden compulsion to make use of this special container. 

By the time I was finished, the pot had become more than safely full. Unfortunately, despite 
all the thought given to her preparations, Mom had neglected to include a lid for this vessel. 
Suddenly inspiration struck. Carefully we passed the pot to her in the front seat. Without a word 
or a moment's hesitation, she opened her window and gave the contents a mighty heave. 
Fascinated as to where this liquid would go, my brother and I turned quickly to witness its 
departure. Would it go up, down, into the ditch beside us? We didn't know. 

As it turned out, the answer was - not too far! A car happened to be travelling very closely 
behind us on the busy highway. I have never seen windshield wipers start flapping quite so 
furiously before, quickly blazing a clear trail across their veiy wet window. The shocked look 
on the faces of our fellow travellers was awe inspiring. As young as I was, I couldn't help but 
be thankful they weren't driving a convertible. In retrospect, I am also thankful that road rage 
had not yet become the flavour of the decade. 

Moral: Wind and speed can result in unexpected trajectories. When travelling down a 
highway on your next down time, keep a safe distance. Mom may be in front of you.

As part of Mental Health 
awareness, our local 
Advisory board presents 
one story of survival. 

In 1991, on my way to 
Edmonton, my life was in¬ 
terrupted and changed for¬ 
ever. My hopes and dreams 
were shattered. I had just 
finished my second year of 
university as a pre-med stu¬ 
dent planning to become a 
physician. Now I do not 
even remember the classes 
or events that I must have 
enjoyed during those years. 
In many ways, life has be¬ 
gun again for me. 

A car accident caused 
me to be in a coma for 
several weeks and to spend 
the past eight years trying 
to recover what I had be¬ 
fore, mentally, physically 
and emotionally. I try, even 
though I continue to strug¬ 
gle, but I know that I may 
never succeed in reclaim¬ 
ing what I lost. 

Everyone says that I 
have come a long way since 
the accident, when my par¬ 
ents were told that I might 
never walk, talk or 
progress beyond the men¬ 
tal abilities of a young child. 
The good news is that I 
have come a long way. I am 
now retaking high school 
subjects. Is this hard? Is it 
frustrating? Absolutely! I 
often ask myself, how can 
it be that someone who 
graduated as the top stu¬ 
dent of her high school class 
and took two years of pre- 
med in college, has to start 
all over again? This is the 
story of my life. Starting 
all over again. Over and 
over again. 

My parents tell me that 
after the accident, I had to 
start nearly everything all 
over again. You see, I do 
not remember things well. 
That is one of my limita¬ 
tions - memory. I had to be 
taught to even suck on a 
straw. I had to be "potty 
trained" all over again. I 
had to learn to walk, to 
talk, to write my name. 
Shall I go on? There were 
many things I did not re¬ 
member and there still are 
many things I do not re¬ 
member. 

My walk has been af¬ 
fected because I now have a 
mild form of cerebral palsy. 
People think I walk 
strangely. Maybe I do, but 
I am glad that I can walk. 

I once played on a sports 
team, but I can't even run 
properly anymore. This is 
another limitation. But I 
still enjoy life. 

Sometimes, my parents 
tell me that I do not know 
when to stop talking. They 
say that I should not al¬ 
ways talk about myself, 
because this drives friends 
and others away. Well, my 
old friends, even some rela¬ 
tives, do not come around 
me anymore. I think that 
they do not know how to 
cope with my problems. 
Maybe I embarrass them. 
This is another limitation. 
Now I have to try to find 
new friends. That has not 
been easy, but I do now 
have a couple of new

Focus on 
the Family 


James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

Question: My little boy always want to know just how far I will 
let him go. Once he has tested me and found I’m serious about what 
I say, he'll usually cooperate at that point. What is going on in his 
mind? 

Dr. Dobson: You child, and most other kids, has a great need 
to know where behavioural boundaries are and who has the 
courage to enforce them. Let me illustrate how that works. 

Years ago, during the early days of the progressive education 
movement, an enthusiastic theorist decided to take down the 
chain-link fence that surrounded the nursery school yard. He 
thought the children would feel more freedom of movement 
without the visible barrier surrounding them. When the fence was 
removed, however, the boys and girls huddled near the centre of 
the play yard. Not only did they not wander away; they didn't even 
venture to the edge of the grounds. 

Clearly, there is a security for all of us in defined boundaries. 
That's why a child will push a parent to the point of exasperation 
at times. She's testing the resolve of the mother or father and 
exploring the limits of her world. 

Do you want further evidence of this motivation? Consider the 
relationships within a family where the dad is a firm but loving 
disciplinarian, the mother is indecisive and weak, and the child is 
a strong-willed spitfire. Notice how the mother is pushed, chal¬ 
lenged, sassed, disobeyed and insulted, but the father can bring 
order with a word or two. 

What is going on here? Simply that the child understands and 
accepts Dad's strength. The limits are clear. There is no reason to 
test him again. But Mom has established no rules, and she is fair 
game for a fight every day if necessary. 

The very fact that your child accepts the boundaries you have 
set tells you that he respects you. That youngster will still test the 
outer limits occasionally to see if the fence is still there. 

Question: My five-year-old is one of those rambunctious kids 
who gives us fits. There are times when I think he’s trying to take 
over the entire family. I've never really understood him before, but 
I guess he just doesn't want anyone telling him what to do. 

Dr. Dobson: That is precisely how he feels. It is surprising how 
commonly this basic impulse of children is overlooked. Indeed, I 
think the really tough kids understand the struggle for control 
even better than their parents, who are bogged down with adult 
responsibilities and worries. 

Children devote their primary effort to the power game while we 
grown-ups only play when we must. Sometime you might ask a 
group of children about the adults who lead them. They will 
instantly tell you, with one voice, which grown-ups are skilled in 
handling them and which aren't. Every schoolchild can name the 
teachers who are in control and those who are intimidated by kids. 

One father overheard his five-year-old daughter, Laura, say to 
her little sister who was doing something wrong, "Mmm, I'm going 
to tell Mommie on you. No! I'll tell Daddy. He's worse!" Laura had 
evaluated the authority of her two parents and concluded that one 
was more effective than the other. 

This same child was observed by her father to have become 
especially disobedient and defiant. She was irritating other family 
members and looking for ways to avoid minding her parents. Her 
dad decided not to confront her directly but to punish her 
consistently for every offence until she settled down. Thus, for 
three or four days, he let Laura get away with nothing. She was 
spanked, made to stand in the corner and sent to her bedroom. 

Near the end of the fourth day, she was sitting on the bed with 
her father and younger sister. Without provocation, Laura pulled 
the hair of the toddler who was looking at a book. Her dad 
promptly thumped her on the head with his large hand. Laura 
did not cry, but sat in silence for a moment or two, and then 
said: "Harrummph! None of my tricks are working!" 

This is the conclusion you want your strong-willed son to 
draw: "It's too risky to take on Mom or Dad, so let's get with the 
program."

In the Balkans, 
the figure is about $1.23. Some 
refugee camps in Africa have one 
doctor for every 100,000 refu¬ 
gees. In Macedonia, camps have 
as many as one doctor per 700 
refugees - a ratio greater than 
many North American commu¬ 
nities. Refugees at most camps in 
Albania have readily available 
clean water. In Eritrea, on the 
Horn of Africa, families as large 
as ten are given 3 1/2 gallons of 


water to last three days (accord¬ 
ing to Mary Anne Fitzgerald, a 
Kenya-based spokesperson for 
Refugees International). The 
camps in Africa hold as many as 
500,000 people. Up to 6,000 refu¬ 
gees there die each day from 
cholera and other public health 
diseases. In Macedonia, the larg¬ 
est camp holds 33,000 people, 
and as of May 21, no deaths had 
been reported due to epidemics or 
starvation. 

None of these observations 
are meant to discount the signifi¬ 
cance or need of the Kosovar 
refugees. Instead, this very pub¬ 
lic and visible need is a jolting 
reminder of the on-going humani¬ 
tarian need for mercy and jus¬ 
tice. 

In our commitment to caring 
we have begun well, and I am 
proud to be a Canadian. Let us 
continue to acknowledge the great 
need that exists in many parts of 
our world. Let us be advocates 
on behalf of the voiceless and 
powerless. And let us be people of 
compassion who act as if we are 
well when all is well. After all, 
isn't that how Jesus Christ acted 
toward us?

Aaron Grant of Olds will call on his previous year's successes 
as he judges one of the beef industry's most prestigious competi¬ 
tions - the Steer Classic at the 1999 Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede. 

"He has the honour of being the youngest judge for that 
competition," says Steer Classic committee chair Chuck Groeveneld. 
But it may be the competitors have the honour of having young 
Grant as their judge. 

Grant, a 1997 Animal Science graduate from Texas A&M, 
coached the University's judging team to one of its most successful 
years in 1998/99. Following graduation, he assumed the head 
coaching responsibilities for the university's Livestock Judging 
Team. The team won four national judging competitions across 
the United States, and was named the Reserve National Cham¬ 
pion Judging Team in Louisville, Kentucky in December, 1998. 

"The main part of judging is to remember that you need to be 
as trustful as you possibly can," explains Grant on what it takes 
to be a good cattle judge. "You'll never make anybody happy, but 
it you have backed up your decisions using accurate reasoning 
and have explained yourself correctly, people should respect your 
opinion." 

Grant starting judging livestock shows through the Alberta 4- 
H program and has won numerous individual and team judging 
honours. He says one of the highlights of his judging career was 
being named the high individual at the 1997 American Royal 
Livestock Show. 

"The main thing 1 teach my students is to be consistent," says 
Grant. "It is important to use all the logic and knowledge they 
have learned to judge a competition. Accuracy is also key when 
stating your reasons."

Health Funding for Needs & Growth 


HEALTH SPENDING RISES 


With a $935 million increase in spending on health and 
wellness over the next three years, Alberta’s health care 
system will have the funding it needs to handle the pressures 
of inflation and the province’s growing population. This 
increase, announced in the Provincial Budget last March, 
represents about 20 per cent more funding, and will raise the 
annual provincial health budget to almost $5.5 billion by 
2002. Health spending is currently $4.85 billion a year. 

The increased funding will be directed to improving access 
to essential services, especially in emergency wards, acute 
care hospitals, long term care and home care. The province’s 
health authorities, who operate these services, will get sixty- 


three per cent or $3.1 billion to pay for the delivery of 
services, labour costs and operating expenses. For hospitals 
and health facilities, the biggest expense is salaries and 
benefits which account for more than 70 per cent of a typical 
operating budget. The health care system’s next largest 
spending component, physician services, will receive $914 
million. 

The province now spends more than $13 million a day 
operating a quality publicly-funded health system. 
In 1992-93, when restructuring of the health care system 
began, Alberta was spending about $11 million a day on the 
health system. ^[|

Funding for a new Student Health Initiative will help 
meet the physical and emotional health needs of 
children and students so they are better able to learn in 
school. With more than $25 million in new annual 
funding from the Provincial Budget, the initiative is a 
partnership among government departments, 
community service providers, schools and 'Albertans to 
ensure resources and services are focused where they are 
most effective - at the community level. 

About 73,000 Alberta students who have special 
health needs, such as speech, language, and 
occupational therapy will be the primary recipients of 
the program.

Learning

The $737 million more that the province 
will spend over the next three years on 
learning for students of all ages will raise 
Alberta’s investment in education and 
training to $4 billion annually. And, 
these funds are to be directly applied to 
the classroom where students can benefit 
most from the increased spending. 

Three quarters of the total provincial 
learning budget, or about $3 billion, is 
targeted directly for the programs in 
kindergarten through Grade 12. Of the 
$599 million in increased funding over 
the next three years for these students, 
$221 million will be spent in this year 
alone addressing the needs of primary 
education and learning, including more 
money for basic instruction, all special 
needs and for increasing enrolments. 

By 2001/2002 the approximately 
$1 billion in adult learning spending will 
have increased by $138 million. The 
majority of this increased spending is 
targeted to create more student 
places at colleges, universities and 
technical institutes. Also, post-secondary 
institutions will receive financial rewards 
totaling $61 million by 2001/2002 for 
achieving excellence in teaching, 
research and efficiency of operations. 
What these institutions earn in 
performance funding this year will 
become part of their base funding for 
next year.
